Mr. Howard has not asked for 
money from the treasury, knowing its 
limited resources, but says that con- 
tributions will be received and ac- 
knowledged through the press. This 
is a legitimate expense for the N. A. 
D. , and if any member of the Execu- 
tive Committee desires to make a 
motion to appropriate a limited 
amount for the purpose, such a 
motion will be entertained. While 
contributions may be sent to Mr. 
Howard, it would be better to send 
them to the N. A. D. treasury, and 
have the money appropriated from 
there for such purposes as it is most 
needed. With the membership of 
the N. A. D. growing at its present 
rate, the Association will soon be able 
to do some good work. 

The police officers are not the only 
ones who should be warned. What 
is needed even more is to educate 
the public, so people will stop paying 
tribute to the impostors and make 
the business unprofitable. A cir- 
cular, written in, Mr. Howard's 
breezy style, that would be accept- 
able as copy In most newspaper 
offices, sent to the newspapers in all 
the States and published broadcast, 
would be read by the public and 
many would be on their guard when 
accosted by the poor "deaf and 
dumb" beggar in search of educa- 
tion. 

Warn the police; warn the public. 
To do it, however, some money is 
needed. Therefore, come and join 
the N. A. D.

Nothing more <Ktis 
then hoard about it until the above 
appeared in the newspapers. Tlie 
new institute seems liound lo come. 

Holy Name Societies of the 
Philadelphia Archdiocese will erect 
aa asylum for the deaf and duml> 
as a memorial to Archdiocese Ryan. 
This conclusion was readied yester- 
day at the quarterly meeting of the 
Union held in the school of Epi- 
phnny ChurcU. Such a memorial was 
suggested at the June meeting of the 
Union l>y Rev. M. A. Drennan, of 
Gerinantown, but until several 
months ago the Union had favored 
the erection of a bronzK statue on 
the Parkway, preferring it to the 
equipment of the new Catholic 
High School for Girls, which liad 
l)»eii previously suggest by Rev. 
Philip R. McDevilt, superintendent 
of pu III ic schools. 

The great need of a home for 
deaf mutes, however appealed to 
the delegates of the Union, especial- 
ly as the foundation of sitch an 
insiitution had l>eeu dear to the 
heart Of the dead prelate. The 
project was also strongly favored 
by Archbishop Prendergast 

A committee which had been 
appointe«l three mouths previously 
to consider the matter yesterday re- 
ported the unanimous choice of the 
institution for tlie deaf and duml> 
as tlie most desiralde of all the 
memorials suggested, and the Union 
I'oi nially accepted its decision by a 
unanimous vote. 

Monsignor John J. McCort, spirit- 
ual director of the Union, in an 
address cotuinemlod the delegates 
for the wisdom they lisd disjilayed 
in the choice of a memorial. Tiiere 
»vere, he said, 800 of these afflicted 
people who were Catholics living in 
theii homes in Pliiladelphia, while 
150 were residents in the asylum at 
Mt. Airy. 

A committee appointed to adopt 
plans lot the memorial iutitution 
consisted of Jamsa J. Ryan, 
Thomas A. McCaffrey, Philip A. 
Nolan, John J. Toran and John J. 
Reilly. 

The Holy Name Union represents 
about 40,000 men in various parts 
of the archdiocese. 

If the nature of the new project 
is not really an asylum, our 
Catholic deaf should si'e to it that 
the word is not used in the title 
liefore it is too late. 

Tlie Board of Managers of All 
Souls' Guild and the Lsdies' Past 
oral Aid Society both held meetings 
at the Church on Wednesday even- 
iuu, January 3d. A surprise was 
sprung on most of the members of 
the two Irodies when they arrived at 
the hall and saw two long tables 
tastefully set as though for a ban- 
quet. Each one had made a small 
contribution and expected a little 
luncheon, but they found Instead 
that a good supper had been pre- 
pared for them under the manage- 
ment ol Mrs. Harry E. Stevens, 
assisted iiy Misc Kintzel, Mrs. 
Peiinell, Mrs. Rigg and a few 
others. The supper was served at 
eight o'clock and consisted of 
vegetable soup, boiled ham, cold 
roast l)eef, cold roast pork, potato 
salad, relishes, celery, crackers, 
oske, bread, butter and coffee. 
Immediately after the meal. Rev. 
Mr. Dantzer, by request, made an 
address in wliicli he reftrred mostly 
to Mrs. Syle and her work and 
finally, blandly told her that she 
had been marked for something 
an<l called her on tlie platform. 
At this juncture Mrs. Stevens came 
forward and handed Mrs. Syle a 
smsll package. Opening it, she 
found It contained a beautiful gold 
neck-chain, the gift of the friends 
present at the supper and a few 
absent ones. She was visibly sur 
prised and expresseii lier tlianks for 
the testimonial The choir ladies 
had presented her with a gold cross 
on Christmas and now other<« 
supplied the chain for it. Mr. 
Reider, Mrs. Stevens and Mr. 
Stevens also midflshort ootnpei- 
meiitary addresses, the latter 
humoring every one by offering a 
fake gift. 

All Soul's Christmas Festwial was 
held on Deceml>er 26tb. The hall 
was crowde<l with deaf. The Pastor 
made the opening address. The day 
being also the anniverssry of the 
birth of Laurent Clerc, Mr. Martin 
C Forl.escue gave some personal 
reminiscences of Clerc. Mr. Q. T. 
Sanders matle a short addres.s, and 
a recitation of St. Nicholas was 
given by Rev. Mr. Dantzer. The 
gifts were then distributed.

It 
gave up among s mass of papers a 
gennine nickel watch with a large 
blackfob, specially made of watered 
silk ril>t>on, about a foot long and 
six inches wide with a ladies' lielt 
buckle for a jewel. It was ludi- 
cously large, hanging down almost 
to his knees.

" Unable to make an outcry on ac- 
count of his affliction, he put up a 
fierce struggle with the three high- 
waymen, who were compelled to 
beat him almost into insensibility 
before they were .nble to take his 
money and make their escaire, 

" Bleeding from several wounds, 
McStay managed to make his way 
towards home, Several policemen 
were eqcountored, but, thinking 
McStay intoxicated, they refused to 
pay any attention to him because 
unable lo talk except by signs," 

This morning McStay walked in- 
to Magistrate Fitzpat rick's office at 
Germantown and Chelten Avenues 
and was recognised by Daniel Mc- 
Maho/r, a contractor, who employed 
him as a stalileman, and who, inci- 
dentally, understands his way of 
talking with his fingers. 

After reciting the tale of the hold- 
up, McStay was acoompanieil to the 
Gerinantown police station, where 
the incident was reported. This is 
the third hold-up in that section of 
the city within the past week, and 
the police are extending every 
effort to apprehend the men.

It is proposed to create a uiemoi ia 1 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
BnildiuK for St. Auu'h Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amftterdam Avenue, and >m built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Or. Gallaudet 
lioped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
wonld have completed the oharoh 
with which his naire nas alwaya 
been associated. This was not pei- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to hiin that 
this work be now undertaken. St.

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the Hooral, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
d«af*mute(i of New York. Th« 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $8U,000, and the building 
Itaeif, in its position and purpose, 
will form a oonspicuouH luonument 
to hlin whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
